N 


O attempt has been made in 
the following study to present 
any general arguments in be- 


half of the minimum wsge. It is 
felt that these arguments were ac- 
cepted by the state when the law 
was passed; and that the object of 
this survey has been to show the 
need or lack of need of the enforce- 
ment of the 
law. However 
the 


changed world 'and women's changed 
position in it, s::nce 1914 are: so chal- 
lenging that a few •words, however 
obvious, regarding the relation of the 
war to the Minimum wage must be 
said. 


In the first place no one can ever 


say again that women are not in in- 
dustry to stay. However true it 
might have been in the past that 
girls have taken jobs en route to 
marriage, .the..sa.d f»ct-tjiat ..if Awer-' 
ica pays the price of lives compar- 
able in a small degree with that paid 
by her allies, there will be thousands 
of girls in America whose chances 
of marriage have disappeared. These 
girls and the wives and sisters and 
mothers of men killed or maimed 
in ^he war, whose normal expecta- 
tions would have been support by 
somf man, will from now on be en- 
tering the working world. They will 
need all the protection from indus- 
trial exploitation that can be given 
them. They are already rushing in- 
to new fields of 'labor every day. 
Wherever there is a vacuum created 
by the exodus of men, and into some- 
places it is felt not solely because of 
the dearth of men, but because env- 
pioyers see an opportunity under 
camouflage of war necessity to get 


workers for less, or not to pay the 
increasing wage demanded by war, 
prices women are being taken on as j 
wage earners. This brings us to; 
the thought that women must not 
be .allowed to lower, or to prevent 
the wages of men from rising, BO 
that when our soldiers return to 
civil life they will not find working 
conditions worse than when 
they 


went away. The whole course of 
labor legislation in regard to women 
shows the inability of the woman 
worker to protect herself .in the in- 
dustrial field. To some extent the 
establishment of the minimum wage 
v-ill protect her and the men .who 
are fighting at the same time. 


So much for the human element. 


Let us now consider the question of 
war prices and war cost of living. 
Opponcnvs of the Minimum wage 
will say that this is a merely tem- 
porary condition; that prices will 
tumble after the war. This may be 
true, although many feel that the 
necessarily great demand for mater- 
ials and services for reconstruction 
after the war will postpone this for 
some time. This matter cannot be 
foretold by any one. However no 
one should expect or desire that a 
minimum wage rate should be sta- 
tionary. An examination of a chart 
showing the history of prices in th'.s 
country looks like the waves of the 
sea with all sorts of subripples on 
them. Any 
permanent 
minimum 


.wage would not fit any period of this 
country'e history for more than a 
few years. The report 
following- 


shows that 92-per: cent of-thewojnen- 
investigated are getting less than 
a living wage. The wages of men 
in New York state have advance;! 
40 per cent since 1914. The United 
States Steel Corporation has given 
increases of 65 per cent since the 
! beginning of the war. At the same 
| time one reads that the railroad 
| men are recommended by the com- 
mission investigating the matter for 
increases up to 43 per cent. 
The 


government sees the needs of meet- 
ing the ever higher cost of "living 
for men. Under the Wisconsin law 
a minimum wage can always be re- 
vised to fit industrial conditions, and 
it is the only way that women can 
obtain justice'. Hence it seems a 
hardly defensible argument against

merchant troopship Moldavia, with 
American troops on-board, has been 
torpedoed and sunk, according to an 
official bulletin issued by the admiral- 
ty. 
The admiralty statement fol- 


lows: 
'. 
"The armed mercantile 
cruiser 


Moldavia was torpedoed and sunk 
yesterday morning. 
"There were no casualties among 


the crew, but of the American troops 
on board, fifty-six up to the present 
have.not been accounted for. It is 
feared they were killed in one.com- 
partment by the explosion." 


The 
Moldavia was 
torpedoed 


without warning. It .was a mo35- 
light night, and though a good look- 
out was kept the attaching subma- 
rine was not esighted before the tor- 
pedo struck. . 


Most of the men aboard were in 


their hammocks when the explosion 
occurred amidships. The sailors and 
soldiers alike showed no panic. 


They fell calmly into line 
and 


awaited orders. When it was seen 
that'the Moldavia was settling down,, 
all on board were taken off by the 
escorting ships. 


The men lost all of their belong- 


ings, but were supplied with new 
clothing at the different naval ports 
where they were taken.

revenue,

Moreover, this utterly inadequate 


revenue from over a billion pounds 
a year of periodical'mail has result- 
ed in cramped service everywhere, 
and here is found the main source of 
complaint about poor work. 


In these days of war conserva- 


tion in all ways, Congress absolute- 
ly can <not sit quietly by and see 1,- 
000,000,000 pounds of periodical mail 
grow to 2,000,000,000 pounds within 
very few years. Publishers must be- 
gin to stand, not all, but a fairer 
part of cost of distributing their mer- 
chandise. 


Fair play by all means; but no 


more $70,000,000 subsidy. Xo mis- 
chief; no check to healthy growth; 
tenderness-even in lopping off part 
of the subsidy. With this in mind, 
Congress did not make the law oper- 
ative until July, 1918, and then the 
first advance is small, while all will 
not be" effective until 1921. "Read- 
ing" matter moreover, is exempted 
from some advances, which apply 
solely to advertising and then only 
if in excess of 5 per cent. 


Is A Zone System of Advance* 


"Unfair"? 


Publishers often assert that post' 


age rates for periodicals basefl on a 
zone system are "unfair." 
It will be 


seen by a little thought, however, 
that a step toward rather than away 
from "fairness" has been.made. 


Remember that the zone system 


applies solely upon high-priced ad- 
vertising pages, 
simply 
circulars 


stifched together, which should go at 
third- class rate of 8 cents a pound 
instead of 1. 


Also any reasoning about a "flat" 


rate based upon its being accorded to 
letter mail is fallacious. 
Handling 


of letters is a monopoly. You-are 
not at liberty to send them in any 
way other than through the post of- 
fice. Also as the rate is high, the 
Government gets mostly profitable

So passage of a law 
collecting 


postage "at source" was—enacted. 
Publishers protested against charg- 
es high enough to cover cost. The 
founder of one great magazine work- 
ed strenuously for low rates, and, 
as amount involved was small, they 
were granted. 


To sum up, contrary to Leslie's 


statement, the law w«T distinctly 
passed not to benefit either publish- 
er or subscriber, but to diminiih op- 
portunity for fraud, and evidence ex- 
ists that publishers had much to do 
with making the rate low when, on 
June 23, 1874, the law was enacted. 
Rates were then, however, 
higher 


than no<r, being 8 cents a pound for 
magazines and 2 for newspapers. 


The operation of this law entire- 


ly changed our periodical literature. 
The old literary magazine, like At- 
lantic, North American Review, Cen- 
tury, Harper's, etc., had paid expen- 
ses both of production and distribu- 
tion, as does the book, through price 
charged. They contained a literary 
preduct of high class. They made 
for plain living and deep thinking. 


The fruit of this enactment was a 


"subsidized" periodical getting dis- 
tribution at practically a "franking 
rate. Then was born a new.kind of 
magazine edited from the business 
office to carry advtrtising, only cir- 
culars stitched together, or third- 
class matter, which should pay 8 
cents instead of 1.

"According to a report 
of Cap- 


tain von Papen (German .military 
attache in Washington) Dec. 5, 1914, 
verbal assurances were sent in re- 
sponse to Casement's request thnt 
an excellent impression had beer 
produced in Ireland. February IP, 
1016, Count von Bernstorff sent to 
an address in Rotterdam a dispatch 
signed with the name of Skal, one 
of his principal Amer.can agents. 


"The dispatch included an extract 


from the report of John Dbvoy, head 
of the Clan-Na-Gacl, that action in 
Ireland could not be postponed mucii 
longer since he feared the arrest of 
the lenders. It had been decided, he 
said, to begin action on Easter Sun- 
day and he urged that arms and mu- 
nitions be in_Limerick by that date. 


For Landing Arms

"It was declared to be the hope 


o' the rebels and their German and 
American friends to blockade the 
Irish ports against England and es- 
tablish bases in Ireland for German 
submarines. 


"The rebellion broke out a day 


later than scheduled, on Easter Mon- 
day, April 24, but, as the world is 
aware, German support miscarried 
and it ended in complete failure. 


"It became clear very soon after 


that Sinn Fein leaders again were 
asking Germany for help. On June 
17, there was a message from Ber- 
lin to Washington referring to 'A25f 
of May 6,' a message which is misj 
ing and saying that Germany W.IK 
perfectly ready to give further help 
if the Irish only would say what sort, 
of help they required. 


"On June 1C, Von Bernstorff had 


sent a dispatch giving an account of 
the rebellion and stating that one 
thousand pounds had been provided 
for the defense of Casement.

July 25, he gave further news from 
Ireland and explained that the work 
of reorganizing the rebels was mak- 
ing good progress nnd that their 
lack of money had been remedied by 
him.

American troops on the way ,to the battlefields of 


France to the number of 56 have been lost in the torpedoing 
of the British steamship Moldavia by a German submarine 
in the English channel. 


Pew details of the tragedy have been disclosed. The, 


American soldiers missing are believed to .have been sleep- 
ing when the vessel was attacked. The attack came early 
Thursday morning and the submarine succeeded in getting 
away unseen. According to survivors, the Moldavia was 
near the southeast coast of England on her way to an Eng- 
lish port. 


Escorting destroyers rescued the survivors who had 


fallen into line on the deck of the ship immediately after 
the torpedo struck near the bridge. 
The soldiers lost all 


their belongings. 


The loss of the Moldavia parallels the sinking of the 


Tuacania off the northern coast of Ireland last February 
with the loss of 101 American'soldiers. 
The calmness of 


the soldiers, most of them new to the sea, and.the prompt 
work of the rescuing destroyers were the same. 


In the same territory where the Moldavia evidently, 


went down the Cork steamer Inniscarra was sunk Tuesday 
morning. Thirty-seven were lost, only five members of. Jhe 
crew being saved. 


There has been no change on the battlefields of north- 


ern France. Both sides continue their raiding operations, 
with the Germans paying most attention to the line between" 
the Somrae and Albert. Between Ypreti and Rheims, Brit- 
ish and French patrols have captured prisoners. 


Rain is falling generally on the Somme and Picardy 


fronts. This imposes additional hardships on the Ger- 
mans who occupy the shell-torn lowlands while the allies 
hold the high ground. If the Germans were not prepared 
to attack when the weather was most favorable, it is not 
likely they will essay a new offensive operation while rain 
and mud retard their movements. 


American airmen now patrol the sector northwest of 


Toul and a squadron is acting as the eyes for- and protector 
of the American troops on this front. The recent activity 
of American airmen in the region east of St. Mihiel, was car- 
ried on by this squadron which also is aided by other Ameri- 
can aviators. Two American machines have fallen, while 
at least six Germans have been brought down by the Ameri- 
cans. The sector northwest of Toul now is all American. 


American troops also may be soon fighting the Austro- 


Hungarians in the mountains of northern Italy. 
As the 


climax to the celebration of Italy's entrance into the war, 
in New York, Secretary of War Baker announced that ma- 
chine gun and artillery units soon would be standing side by 
side with General Diaz's men. Strong patrol and artillery 
activity continues in the Italian mountain front.

show that it was planned to follow 
a successful German offensive in the 
west and was to take place at a 
time when Great Britain presumably 
would be stripped of troops.

de Valera,

wodced out in' detail the constitution 
of a rebel army. He hoped to be 
able to muster 500,000 trained men. 


There is evidence that German mu- 
nitions actually had been shipped on 
submarines from Cuxhaven in th2 
beginning of May and that for soirte 
time German submarines have been 
buay off the west coast of Ireland on 
other errands than the destruction 
of allied shipping. 


"It will thus be seen that the ne- 


gotiations between the executive of 
the Sinn Fein organization and Ger- 
many have been virtually contin- 
uous for three and a half years. At 
first a section of Irish-Americans 
was the intermediary for most of 
the discussions, but since America* 
entrance into the war, communica- 
tion with the enemy has tended to 
be more direct.
